Th» antlro day practically was con- 


cumed In discussing th« lumber and 
hliles schedulos. Led by Mr. Tawnoy 
ot MtafiMota tha advocates of free 
lumber la the rough want down to 
defeat by the narrow margin of six 
vote*, following th* striking out of 
tha countervailing duty on lumber. 
A* overwhelming majority was mus- 
tered against an amendment by Mr. 
Scott ot Kansas tnklng hides from 
the tree list and tiling a duty' upon 
them of 10 per cent atl valorem. 


The barley schedule came• In • for a- 


llTely discussion, and when the bill 
•waa laid aside for the day there were 
pending two amendment*, one raising 
th* rate In the Payne bill from.- 15 
cents to 2S cents a bushel and'tha 
othw fixing the late at 10 per e«U at 
valorem. 


K»«ult or the Day'* Work. 


The sum total of rbo day's work, 


with the exception of the elimination 
of the countervailing duty on lum- 
ber, which was a committee amend' 
meat, was to leave tho bill In Iden- 
tically the condition In which the 
committee reported it. This grants 
free raw hides ajid a duty of ft par 
thousand on sawed lumber.
